Do not allow your child to feed 
a dog unsup ed, as some 
dogs can be very protective of 
food. Also, never allow your dog 
to snatch food from your child 
It not only teaches the dog bad 
manners, but it endangers the 
hand that feeds it 

Do not allow your child to pull 
on the dog's collar to lead it out- 
side the house, as it could bite 
them. Children without adult 
supervision should not be 
allowed to walk a dog, as the 
child could be dragged unwit- 
tingly into a fight with another 
dog. The dog should be able to 
taught to respond to a verbal 
command. However, if the dog 
does not respond to a verbal 
command given by a child, cor- 
rection should be given by the 
parent, not the child.

This 
plan contains four general 
areas. These areas include cur- 
riculum and instruction, school

Our work in the area of cur- 
riculum and instruction result- 
ed in the implementation of a 
"hands on" math program 
ealled AIMS for students at the 
John F. Ryan and the John W. 
Wynn Schools. We successfully 
administered the DIBELS read- 
ing assessment to students in 
kindergarten, grades I and 2. 
The data from this assessment 
helped us to monitor the read- 
ing skills of our student The 
TERC math units were imple- 
mented in grades 3 through 5. 
We implemented the yearlong 
grade 9 Biology curriculum 
This curriculum prepared our 
students for the Science MCAS 
assessment. The Kindergarten 
teachers developed a new 
progress report and writing 
prompt. All members of our 
faculty were exposed to the 
benefits of the interactive white 
boards with a growing number 
ef them now proficient in the 
use of this technology. In addi- 
tion, we have increased the 
number of our faculty who are 
proficient in the use of the Test 
Wiz software. The software 
assists us in analyzing student 
test data from the MCAS. 

Initiatives in the area of 
school and community include 
the continued linkage between 
the goals on the district strate- 
gic plan with the respective 
school improvement plans. This 
linkage provided for a well- 
coordinated effort in achieving 


of these linkages. The district 
security team conducted simu- 
lation drills at the John W. 
Wynn and the Heath Brook 
Schools in the fall and at the 
John F. Ryan and Center 
Schools in the spring. We con- 
tinued to benefit from our part- 
nership with Tewksbury 
C.A.R.E.S. We joined with 
Tewksbury C.A.R.E.S in co- 
sponsoring a student forum in 
March. Our Parent Advisory 
Councils sponsored two forums 
called Rachel's Challenge, a 
program to support positive 
student relationships. 

Our work in the area of school 
resources during the second 
half of the year focused on the 
redistribution of the computers 
from the high school and the 
John F. Ryan Schools to the ele- 
mentary (k-4) schools. This re- 
distribution was made possible 
due to the generosity of the 
community in approving the 
debt exclusion vote leading to 
the purchase of new technology 
for the high school and the gen- 
erosity of Raytheon in donating 
labs to both the Ryan and the 
Wynn Schools. 

Our work in the final area of 
program improvement included 
the development of a new five- 
year plan for our school dis- 
trict. We are grateful to the 
many school and community 
groups who assisted us in col- 
lecting the data that we used to 
frame the new plan. Our school 
district hosted an audit team 
from the Office of Educational 
Quality Management. This time 
took a very critical look at our 
school system across 57 indica- 
tors. We did not receive any rat- 
ing in the unsatisfactory cate- 
gory. 

We are pleased to share this 
final, year-end progress report 
for the current five-year strate- 
gic plan. We look forward to 
working on the goals and objec- 
tives outlined on our new plan.

The story really begins nearly 
60 years ago with a ‘40 Ford 
coupe with a flathead V8, which 
Bob's brother, Fred D. Cain, and 
Fran Bannister used to run at the 
Beverly Airport in 1948. They 
could only race until 8:30 a.m 
when planes would begin to land 
later they struck a deal with the 
Sanford, Maine airport, and, 
the New England — Timing 
Association, they were able to us 
one runway as a drag strip. They 
had to put barriers at the end of 
the runway so that pilots would 
come in for a landing, only to 
nda drag race coming at them. 
The late Fred F. Cain used to fly 
trom the Tew Mac Airport in 
‘Tewksbury to the Sanford Airport 
to watch his son in the drag 
races.

Fred D. Cain was often the dri- 
ver.

Before long, the races moved 
over to Epping, New Hampshire, 
to the New England Dragway, 
which was started by a group of 
racing enthusiasts, who still own 
it. The advertisements would 
always start with a loud, echoing, 
“Sun-da-a-a-y-y-y!” much like Al 
Roker uses on the Today show. If 
you've ever wondered where that 
came from, Ed Pearson, of New 


England Dragway, thinks it was 
from oldies deejay Dale Dorman, 
who used to do the ads for New 
England Dragway 

Drag races were being held at 
many other strips, too. One 
Sunday in 1964, young Bob Cain 
towed the to Connecticut 
Dragway. When it came time for 
the car to make it's qualifying 
run, the driver was nowhere to be 
found. Bob volunteered to make 
the run. He ended up turning in 
a better time than the regular 
driver - and he got his first real 
taste of drag racing 

‘The race cars at that point were 
owned by the Fred F. Cain deal- 
ership. The Hurri-Cain name was 
thought up by Harriet Cain and 
Fred F. Cain. and was first used 
on the 1965 car One year, the Cain

racing team had three cars. 

Dick Perreault went to work for 
Cain's in 1966. In high school, he 
had worked at Wilmington 
Automatic Transmission (WAT), 
with Phil Fortunata and Frank 
Daniels. When he graduated in 
1965, he took an early release and 
went to work full time. On his 
first day on the job at WAT, there 
was an explosion, and he ended 
up in the hospital with serious 
burns. 

Once he recovered, he went to 
Cain's, and it proved to be a great 
career. move. Not only did he 
receive factory training, but he 
also had the opportunity to work 
on many 426 Hemis, including the 
Hurri-Cain When Bob decided to 
take over the Hurri-Cain, he 
chose Dick Perreault as his part-

‘The dissenting opinion 
written by STB Commissioner 
Francis Mulvey, — DeRensis 
opined, is rife with quotes that 
may be used to _ bolster 
Wilmington's position in future 
court cases, appeals, and in leg 
islation, 

Mulvey states in his dissension, 
for instance, “There is a critical 
reason that the power to regu 
late the handling of MSW has 
been delegated to the states 


and that is because states and 
localities are in the best position 
to protect the health and satety 
of their citizens and to under: 
stand the impacts of handling 
MSW 

Mulvey also writes about his 
concern over the number of new 
entrants into the MSW industry

When cars became ‘funny! 

Nobody ever set out to create 
the Funny Car. It evolved 
According to Ed Pearson, an 
announcer at a race in California 
was at a loss for words to 
describe the new cars, and said, 
“Gee, that's a funny car.” 

Their succession of Hurri-Cains 
would provide a good illustration 
of the evolution of the Funny Car. 
They went from the Belvedere, in 
the Super Stock class, to the 
Barracuda, and then into the 
Cuda Nitro Funny Car. Fuel went 
from carburetors to fuel injection 
to nitromethane, known as 
“nitro.” The bodies were chang- 
ing, too. The Belvedere had a 
stock unit body with added roll 
bars. The later “Cudas” had a 
custom cl is with small wheels 
in the front and massive slicks in 
the rear. When they open the 
hood, so to speak, up comes the 
entire fiberglass or carbon-fiber 
body in one piece. It's a shell of a 
car. They're known as Floppers. 

The driver no longer sat in the 
front left of the car. In the later 
cars, Cain sat in a roll-cage 
behind the engine, wearing a 
flameproof suit. The 1800-horse 
powered engine was where you 
might expect the dashboard to be. 
It's almost as if he were a back: 
seat driver - only there was no 
back seat 

That's where he was sitting 
when the engine caught fire at 
200 mph, just as he crossed the 
finish line, winning a race, He 
popped the parachute and 
climbed out the window. The car 
continued on for another 100 
yards. It was saved by its fire 


to be done, and I believe we need 
to pursue whatever avenues are 
available,” Newhouse said.

There was a shield blanket in 
place, and he escaped injury. 

Statistics for NHRA races of 
that era are hard to come by, but 
one contemporary article said 
Cain had made a 219 mph run. 
‘Today, they run at about 330 mph. 

“Getting into the 200 bracket 
was such a big deal,” said Cain. 
In terms of elapsed times, seven 
seconds was a major line to cross. 

Cain said that in his first quali- 
fying run after he was licensed 
for a nitro Funny Car, he beat 
Shirley “Cha-Cha” Muldowney, 
the top woman in NHRA racing, 
Cain later went up against her 
and won two out of three. 

After the 1972 season, Perreault 
shifted gears, going from drag 
racing to rriage. Cain decided 
he too would call it quits. 

The Hurri-Cain was sold to Jim 
Wemet, who later crashed it 

One of Bob's memories from 
New England Dragway involved 
his being towed back from the fin- 
ish area to the pits, with the 
Hurri-Cain's body in the up pos 
tion. As he passed the stands, he 
heard someone say, “That's my. 
insurance man!”

fire retardant and up to the latest 
codes. The paintballs are 
biodegradable, sugar-based, and 
completely non-toxic. We teach 
paintball enthusiasts how to be 
responsible and how to handle the 
paintball markers (guns).” 

Paintballs were created in the 
1950's for forestry service use to 
mark trees and they were also used 
to mark cows. Twenty years later 
two friends came up with an idea to 
create a game using paintballs. 

Now, paintball draws a wide array 
of players, and according to esti- 
mates, over 10 million people in the 
United States alone play annually. 
Insurance statistics show that paint- 
ball is one of the safest sports in 
existence, even safer than tennis,

Antonellis said that Franchi def- 
initely intends to go through with 
the project.

Antonellis said they had 
discussed timeframes - anywhere 
from May of 2008 to a year from 
now or beyond - but could not 
agree on a date and did not want 
to give another false deadline.

On July 20th, 2ist and 22nd, the 
National Professional Paintball 
League (NPPL) will be set up in 
Boston, Massachusetts for the 3rd 
event of its 2007 nationwide profes- 
sional paintball tour. The massive 
event and tradeshow will be held at 
the Brockton Fairgrounds. Last 
year's NPPL Boston event drew in 
thousands. 

The Browns intend to encourage 
the further growth of the sport of 
paintball. 

“One of the great things about this 
sport is that there are no special 
rules for women,” said Tony, “It's a 
level playing field for them.

I 
thank God that I'm healthy 
enough to do it.”

Wilmington trounces 
Woburn National twice

WOBURN - It was a fitting 
ending to a long journey. 

The Wilmington Major 
League All-Stars defeated 
Woburn National, 14-1, after 
five innings to win the District 
13. Championship Monday 
night at Woburn's Weafer 
Park. 

No Wilmington team has won 
that game since 1994, and 
before that, the last one was 
1977 when the team lost in the 
state final to Pittsfield. 

“We lost the third game to 
the team we thought was the 
strongest, Wakefield National” 
said the team’s manager Mike 
Ciampa, “After that I said, 
‘Guys, I don’t care about the 
one loss, we are better than 
every team in this bracket.’” 

Ciampa's words were true, as 
Wilmington stormed through 
the loser’s bracket and met up 
with Woburn National Monday 
evening. 

This game was all 
Wilmington right out of the 
gate. Vinny Scifo started for 
the hometown team, he struck 
out the side in the first. 
Wilmington really got going in 
the second inning. JT Lynch 
started the inning with a sin- 
gle, Cam Owens walked, 
Anthony Scurto had a two-RBI 
double. Steve Ciampa reached 
first on a bunt. Brendan 
McDonough doubled, and so 
did Scifo. Nate Grimley was 
hit by a pitch. Lynch singled 
again. Dan Pendenza walked. 

That would be a good game 
line, but it was only the second 
inning. It was 7-0 heading into 
the home half of the second 
frame. Scifo then struck out 
the side again. So that gave 
him six in two innings. 

Wilmington didn’t score in 
the third, but luckily Scifo 
struck out two more in the bot- 
tom half. Scifo ended the game 
with ten strikeouts, two infield 
singles and only gave up one 
run. 

Wilmington's offense came 
alive again in the fourth and 
fifth innings. Drew Foley dou- 
bled, Scifo homered, and 
Grimley came around to score 
on a pass ball after being hit

by a pitch to initially get on 
base. This made it 10-0 in the 
fourth, but Woburn managed 
to have one run cross the plate 
to keep them alive for another 


inning. 

In Little League, if one team 
is up by ten or more runs after 
four innings, the game is over. 

Wilmington made it more 
than ten in the fifth, as 
Ciampa, Scifo, Grimley and 
Lynch all had RBI's, making it 
141. 

Scifo struck out two more in 
the fifth, with a fly ball to 
right ending the game and giv- 
ing the championship to 
Wilmington. 

Also playing strong in the 
game was Pat Barry, Justin 
Ferrara, Mark Connoly and 
Tyler Vibert. They all played 
solid defense and all made 
contact when up at bat. 

It is difficult to make it out of 
the loser's bracket and fight 
all the way back to win the 
championship, but they did it. 

“I ‘really believe playing 
every other day helped us. 
Never mind the bracket. We 
show up Monday and we lay,” 
said Ciampa. . 

Ciampa also pointed out that 
Woburn had a lack of games, 
including a random bye, and 
Wilmington was much sharper 
because of their continued 
action. 

“No plan. We just show up 
and play,” said Ciampa, before 
adding, “This is a great 
accomplishment for 
Wilmington’ Little League. I 
think this shows what kind of 
ball we can play. If the coach- 
es are committed, and the 
players are committed, this is 
what can happen. This is a 
huge step for the program. 
Now kids who are on the team 
next year, the year after, they 
know that they can win.” 

Wilmington now advances to 
the sectional round, a double 
elimination tournament which 
begins Thursday night in 
Tewksbury and continues all 
weekend.

The Wilmington Major League

onship was an eventful one, filled 
with many highlights. One loss to 
Wakfield put Wilmington in the 
loser’s bracket, making it very 
difficult to make it to the cham- 
pionship. Wilmington played 
nine games, while the Woburn 
team that lost to Wilmington in 
the finals played four. 

On July 2, Wilmington beat 
North Reading behind the spec- 
tacular pitching performance of 
Vinny Scifo. In a six inning 
game, Scifo pitched a no hitter 
with 18 strikeouts. Offensively, 
Scifo and Brendan McDonough 
each had an RBI. Wilmington 
won, 2-0. 

Five days later, Wilmington lost 
their only game, coming at the 
hands of Wakefield American 
Scifo had two hits, while Tyler 
Vibert, Dan Pendenza, Brian 
Pickett and Joe Scurto each had 
one hit. The final score was 14-6. 

The Wildcats righted the ship 
in a hurry, beating Wakefield 
National, 6-4. Scifo had a mon- 
ster game, going 3-for-3 with two 
doubles and a single. JT Lynch 
added a triple. Justin Ferrara 
and McDonough also had singles 
for the offensive effort. Scifo 
started the game on the bump. 
He allowed two earned runs on 
five hits, walking four batters 
and fanning ten. 


Wilmington also showed a little 
flare for the dramatic against 
Arlington in a 43 win. Nate 
Grimley poked a_ three-run 
homer for the walk off win. Scifo 
and James Wilkinson were on 
base. -The other run came as a 
result of a Steve Ciampa RBI 
double that scored Pendenza. 

Grimley was missing for a part 
of the tournament, he was build- 
ing a church in the Dominican 
Republic. “Once we got him 
back," said Manager Mike 
Ciampa, “we got another bat, 
and another pitcher. He hits the 
walk off home run and pitches 
four innings in that first game.” 

“I thought from the beginning 
if we had our whole team, we 
were the best team. But without 
that one kid it’s hard, you know. 
You lose that pitching depth.” 

Anthony Scurto was the start- 
ing pitcher for Wilmington, and 
had a strong first inning, strik- 
ing out two,’ and giving up a sin- 
gle to Matt Garcia. However, 
Cam Owens, Wilmington's catch- 
er, threw out Garcia, as he 
attempted to steal second base.

Facing the 14th season of 
music for and by string instru- 
ments, co-founder Peter Stickel 
is still excited about the 
prospects facing the Wakefield 
based New England String 
Ensemble (NESE) this coming 
on, 

“My problem is containing 
my enthusiasm,” Stickel said, 
“because I still love what I do. 
We are probably the only 
orchestra in the United States, I 
think, with the mission to cham- 
pion strings in both perfor- 
mance and education.” 

According to Stickel, he and 
co-founder John Bumstead, a 
cellist and the orchestra man- 
ager for the Ensemble, came up 
with the mission while at a 
music camp in Vermont in the 
early 1990's/ Bumstead wanted 
to form an orchestra devoted to 
performing music for stringed 
instruments and Stickel had the 
idea to wrap the project in the 
cloak of education. 

“There is the story of what 
we do in performance and how 
we interweave the initiative to 
continue to move young people 
along in string studies,” Stickel 
said. 

He added, “It was always our

sense of what to do and as time 
goes on and as research is done 
it becomes more compelling.” 

According to Stickel, the 
research he refers to was done 
by the Knight Foundation. It 
shows that three-quarters of 
today’s classical music audi- 
ence studied a musical instru- 
ment as a child. 

Because of this mission, 
Stickel noted, “Every one of our 
concerts, without dumbing them 
down for the more sophisticated 
concertgoers, is family orient- 
ed” 

He explained, “Each concert 
starts with an interactive dis- 
cussion led by the conductor 
and directed for people of all 
ages. They end with a reception 
where young people can meet 
the players.” 

Going into his fourth year, 
the person leading the discus- 
sions is Musical Director 
Federico Cortese. He is a for- 
mer assistant conductor for the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra 
and, in keeping with the NESE 
mission, has been the Music 
Director of the Boston Youth 
Symphony Orchestra since 1999, 

According to Stickel, the 
NESE tradition over the years 
has been to bring a mix of sev- 
eral musical styles to every pro- 
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gram. He added that Cortese's 
formula is to “...mix periods 


from baroque through classical 
and romantic and on into more

He also provides a mix of famil-

Stickel noted that this year’s 
mix will include some new, 
“intriguing, and very colorful 
themes including opening the 
season and closing it with two 
nationalistic programs.”

“LIVE FREE OR DIE 
HARD” 
GRADE: *** 

There is a fight sequence 
in “Live Free or Die Hard” 
where Bruce Willis takes on 
the beautiful and incredibly 
athletic Maggie Q, which fea- 
tures many of the martial 
arts maneuvers that recent 
action films have used in 
recent years - flying kicks, 
explosive chops, and bone- 
crushing body flips. 

As Willis says during the 
brawl, “Enough of this kung 
fu #@!%$!.” 

He might as well have 
been speaking for many 30- 
somethings, who long for the 
old-school style, shoot-em-up 
action films that dominated 
the cineplexes in the 1980s. 

Welcome back John 
McClane, and ‘Welcome to 
the party, pal.” 

The wise-cracking New 
York City cop that Willis 
made famous in ‘Die Hard’ 
(which was recently named 
by the American Film 
Institute as the Number One 
action film of all time) is 
back in this fourth install- 
ment in the Die Hard series, 
the first in the last 12 years. 

McClane dispatched 
killers by the bunch in the 
three previous Die Hard 
movies, but since 1995 he's 
been busy with other things: 
going bald, giving up smok- 
ing, and spying on his dating 
daughter. 

Fortunately for McClane, 
that’s given his world-weary 
body plenty of time to rest up 
for all the shooting, punch- 
ing, head-butting, and 
launching-police-cars-into- 
helicopters moments he is 
about to provide us.. 

That's very fortunate for 
us, too. Live Free or Die 
Hard is the most creative and 
exciting Die Hard film since 
the original, though not even 
close to being the original's 
equal. 

Villain Thomas Gabriel, a 
disgruntled former U.S. intel- 
ligence computer expert, has 
hundreds of bad guys on call 
in his plot to shut down most 
of the United States. 

If you believe his declared 
purpose, to warn the nation 
it's vulnerable to an enemy, 
then you haven't been paying 
attention in earlier Die 
Hards. As McClane says, it's 
always about stealing money. 

Enter McClane, 

Watch close and you may 
spot a bit less speed and 
spring in his step, but he's 
still bouncing up the ground 
and making hits like a line- 
backer, the ultimate smart- 
aleck tough guy. 

The film, directed by Len 
Wiseman (Underworld), has 
less talk time than the earlier 
films, and the action, stunts 
and visual effects are stellar, 
though the biggest one, 
involving an 18-wheeler and a 
fighter plane, borders on 
being silly.

Families must prepare for 
mental health pressures 
of college life 


This fall, more than two million young men and women across 
the United States will leave home to begin their college careers. The 
climates, courses and campuses will be different, but the countless 
pressures faced by these college freshmen will be the same. 

Mental health issues including depression, eating disorders, sub- 
stance abuse and anxiety, often brought on by the heightened stress 
of a college efivironment, have grown increasingly common among 
college students, As recent news has raised serious concerns about 
the effects of such issues, especially when left untreated, it is 
important to take a proactive approach to recognizing and address- 
ing them, says Sheldon Miller, M.D., chief medical officer of 
Timberline Knolls, a national residential treatment center for eat- 
ing disorders, substance abuse, self-injury behavior and other emo- 
tional disorders. 

"Raising awareness of the mental health struggles met by many 
college students is a crucial step in fighting the associated stigma 
that often keeps those suffering from seeking help," Miller says. "If 
students feel comfortable reaching out, issues can be professional- 
ly addressed before they become severe, or even dangerous." 

According to Miller, the following facts should be taken into 
account as students enter college this fall: 

New freedom, new anxiety. Studies show that change, lack of 
sleep and stress (all commonplace among college freshmen) can be 
the greatest triggers of mental health issues. Leaving your parents 
for an unstructured environment is exciting, but it can also cause 
high levels of stress and anxiety. Late nights, whether spent study- 
ing or socializing, also come at a price. Both academic and social 
stress can lead to depression, which when left untreated can lead to 
suicide - the second leading cause of death among college students. 

New peers, new pressure. College freshmen are surrounded by 
new personalities and unfamiliar social settings. The desire to fit in 
can potentially create a spiral of unhealthy behaviors that can lead 
to problems like alcohol dependence or eating disorders. Students 
are urged to seek professional help if they drink everyday, binge 
drink to get drunk, or if alcohol is interfering with schoolwork or 
relationships. Also important to note, studies indicate that as many 
as 19 percent of college-aged American women suffer from bulim- 
ia, a dangerous eating disorder that can be detrimental to self- 
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esteem, social relationships, and academic performance. 

New fears, new feelings. In a 2006 survey of more than 90,000 col- 
lege students, 50 percent admitted to feeling depressed, and 93 per- 
cent reported feeling overwhelmed. The stress of school assign- 
ments and exams, paired with the pressure of social organizations 
like fraternities and sororities, can quickly become unmanageable. 
Because mental health issues are often dismissed as "normal" col- 
lege life, it is important for students, parents and university facul- 
ty and staff to learn to recognize the warning signs of more serious 
troubles. When a student appears to be masking emotional prob- 
lems with alcohol or drugs, or suffers from extended depression, he 
or she should be referred to the appropriate mental health offices 
for treatment. Research shows the most common occurrence of 
emotional disorders appears among young adults, ages 17 to 21 

New ideas, new hope. Recent studies revealing the biochemical 
basis of depression and other disorders have helped many students 
realize that mental health issues do not indicate personal failure, 
and should not cause shame. On-campus groups promoting mental 
health awareness are popping up at universities across the country, 
slowly stomping out the stigma of mental and emotional disorders 
and helping encourage students to seek help for their problems. A 
2007 survey by the Anxiety Disorders Association of America 
showed 13 percent of all college students now use or have used on- 
campus mental health services. In fact, one institution reported a 
29 percent increase in the use of counseling and psychological ser- 
vices over the last four years, and another reported that 40 percent 
of first-year students visit the counseling center at least once. 

Being aware of and prepared for the mental health issues that 
often come with the territory for college freshmen can help foster 
an accepting environment among students, parents and university 
faculty and staff. By normalizing mental health issues, Miller says 
students can feel comfortable seeking the help they need, leading 
to increased success and satisfaction in life, rather than suffering 
in silence and isolation.

Ask most people their opin- 
ion of surgery, and you're likely 
to hear how much they'd love to 
avoid it.

One such procedure is 
cataract surgery. Among the 
more common surgical proce- 
dures in the United States, 
cataract surgery typically goes 
off without a hitch, as 98 per- 
cent of all cataract surgeries 
are completed each year with- 
out any serious complications. 
Still, because vision is at stake, 
many cataract patients under- 
standably approach the surgery 
with a degree of trepidation. 
For those facing cataract 
surgery themselves or accom- 
panying a loved one for surgery, 
understanding exactly what 
happens is a good way to calm 
those nerves. 

What's Involved? 

As many people age, the lens 
of an eve begins to get clouded. 
This cloudiness is the result of a 
protein buildup on the eye, pre- 
venting light from passing 
through the lens and-vausing 
some vision loss. The precise 
cause of the protein buildup is 
unknown, though age, cigarette 
smoke, air pollution, and heavy 
alcohe! consumption can be 
contributing factors. Because of 
the uncertainty with respect to 
what causes cataracts, the best 
preventive advice, particularly 
for senior citizens or those with 
a history of vision problems, is 
to schedule regular eye exami- 
nations. 

The most common proce- 
dure to remove cataracts 
employs high frequency sound 
waves or ultrasound to break up 
the the affected lens. The pieces 
are then removed by suction. 
During the procedure, the 
patient is placed under an anes- 
thetic. 

Once the affected lens has 
been removed, a new manmade 
lens replaces it. These lenses 
are fitted to each individual's 
eye, and typically require 
patients to get a new eyeglass

cataracts in both eyes will not 
have both removed during the 
same surgery and will need to 
schedule two surgeries. 

What's the Result? 

After surgery, patients will 
notice an improvement in their 
vision the very next day. 
However, the best results won't 
be felt until a patient receives a 
new eyeglasses prescription. 

While vision will improve 
almost immediately, some dis- 
comfort will result from 
cataract surgery. Most people 
have seen the large, dark glass- 
es given to post-cataract 
surgery patients. ‘That's 
because the eye will be 
extremely sensitive to light 
after surgery. Such sensitivity 
does not last very long, howev- 
er, 

In addition to light sensitivi- 
ty, it's not uncommon to feel an 
itching sensation or mild dis- 


comfort. In general, this is 
something patients will have to 
live with, as doctors generally 
suggest an over-the-counter 
medication such as Tylenol to 
combat these minor side 
effects. 

Once surgery is completed, 
patients will be prescribed eye 
drops that will protect against 
infection and help control any 
pressure in the eye. For some 
patients, avoiding strenuous 
activities is recommended fol- 
lowing surgery. However, that's 
based more on the individual, 
and most patients can return to 
normal activity shortly follow- 
ing surgery 

Though most people would 
prefer to live a surgery-free life, 
for many that's not the reality. 
When it comes to a surgery as 
common as cataract surgery, 
there's far more to gain than to 
fear.
